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The mmls by the steamship City of Paris ar-
rived here this morning, and o addition to toe
telegraphic news pubbished in Tus Evesiya
Terecrarg of Saturday, we tind the following
imiportant news, taken from journals of the 11th
ol July, lntest received: —

Battle ot Sfudowa—Dr. Russell's Letter
irom the Ausirian Headquarters.

In the London Timies of the 11th instant, thore
appears a classical and complete history of the
greatest of modern battles—the Waterloo of
Austrin—Sudowa.

After telling us all about the Austrinn army,
its position, and commanders, the battle-cld,
the opening of the couflict, and the burming of
Imoloviiz, Sudown, Klum, Nechanite, nnd other
villages, Dr. Ruszell proceeds to deseribe the
terrible earnage and the grand muancuavres, g

follows—
CAVALRY OHARGE.

Hounxyavra, July 4,.—The very color of the
ground wus chaneed and darkeoned under the
trampling of horses, Opbe columnp went towards
the Nechanitz rond, the other two moved to-
wards Klum; but alter a few formations they
halted again, and some of the regiments dis.
mounted and stood by thelr horses. The Saxons,
readily to be distinguished by their light blue
also advanced parallel with the Prague roud
towards the top of the slope. Tois was somn
time after 11 o'clock, when the Prussian leit
and centre had visibly given way, thongh fight-
ing with extreme tenacity and fervor., The
tight cavalry, at the same fime, or part ol them,
advanced towards Klom In the centre, awalting
the moment to deluge the plain with an exule-
in?. flood. But the time waz not come.

The Prussiunus, reiuforeed, or calling in their
gecond lne und reserves, came with o desperate
impetus up the slopes on the left and centre,
and wulgo developed s new attack on the lefs ot
the Pracue rosd. which looked like a black
riband now end then as the smoke was driven
oft by the wind. They were intent on turning
our left if possible. but they met with a stubb rn
and successful resistance ne that point, Soon
ufterwalds, in the midst of a heavy fall of rvain,
the eavalry made another advacce, and whep It
c¢leared the Austrian infaniry were seen to have
moved still further to the left and centre, while
the sound of the cannonade grew so deafenine
that the Prussians must have been driven buck
beyona the position they occupied when they
began the sction.

HOFE OF THE AUSTRIANS,

Between 11'30 and 12 o'clock the Austrians
were to all intents successfu! on the centre and
on its flanks, although the fury of the ocan.
nonade and the incessant rattle of musketry all
plong the front from the front of Nechunitz to
{he platenu beyond Klum attested the severity
of the struggle and the obstinate resistunce of
the Prussians, Probbis, unother pretty village,
was now in flames; three villages burning at
opce, tarmhouses adding their contingents to
the fire and smoke, caissons blowing up, shells
bursting, and the slopes and hbill tops covered
with grey and blue specks—each a man In agony
or in death.  Agnin the eavalry moved onwards,
This time one division, in three bodies, crowned
the ridee and formed near the front line voder
the church, on the lefit of Klum, in the centre
and leit of the position, and there they waited
opce more. But now on the right the astion
awoke ngaln, and, to our surprise, a very heavy
fire of musketry, comparatively close at haod,
came from the direction of Smirlints; the Aus-
trians on the crest of the ridee moved uneasily,
while many more sieagelers than one cared o
see passed down towards the railroud,

Whatever the cause of the agitation, the Pros-
slans en (he sentre and left pressed their attnck
with renewed vigor, and the contest which
ensued was of exceeding terceness; but still thz
ememy did not prevall—the Austrians not only
held their ground, but repulsed the enemy, ud-
vanced agsinst them, took their ground, and
made prisoners, From the lelt of Klum to the
Progue yond, and berond it, all wus fire and
smoke. The tumult of volces wus dreadful, sud
such a8 I8 never to be heard siave in some such
awful agony of battle. The Ausirigns again ad
vanced & little near the big tree, and two but-
teries of reserve srtillery could be seen driving
fast to the lett to strengthen the nttack.

THE PRUSBAIAN RESERVE.

But the Prussian reserves were once more
oalled upon, and from 12:90 till nearly | o'clock
there was an artlllery fire from centrs to 1eit for
six miles or more, which could not well have
been exceeded in any wetion of which history
makes mention, That ammunition was becom-
ing needed in the advauce position wea evident
from the motion of the trains of supply and re-
serve, and we watched the cavalry with intense
interest, a8 it seemed to be the (ime for them to
make an lwpresclon. The Prussiwus were
wavering. At 1 o'clock the Prussinns, however,
recovered some of the ground on the right near
the big tree. The Austrizn artillery becan to
fall back over the brow of the hill, and aewin

battalions of nfantry came in slght and moved

away obliquely towards the centre, Still, no
Progs'ang appearced in thal diroction, but they
were ccnmnEfcrcln;; the Austrians back on the
nght, It might bave been rxpected that the
reserves (o the right wouold have besn sent up
to nold the top ol the slope, but I could not see
it wns &0,

Many stragelers now appeared on the raillway
the nelds were spotred with them, and now ami
then o shell bursting in or over toe in'aotry
murchinz alone the slope, or the re-erves,
struck them, or leit a little pile of dead or strug-
gling wen in the voids which the opening
column u.uplu{rd. 1 confess the advance of the
Prussiars in thi= direetion appeared to me inex-
plicable and very serious: for, although the left
and centre of the Austrinns might be vietorious,
this movement threatened, by loreine back their
right, to cut them off from Koniegratz—so, at
lenst, was the situntion s viewed from the

tower; but it is strange how different a tield of

action appears from dificrent points of view, as
one may find out by riding from piace 1o place
on a field day. However, & geueral who saw
what was visible to those m the tower would
have lelt unensiness and bave turned hi= atteén
tion to tll the gapn his lne at the centre, aad
to drive back the Prussians who were doubling
up his right.
THE TEREINLE CARNAGE,

While the centre advauced slowly, bhut sorely,
B Apuee seemed o be le v between the ground
they had occupied and the Yeft of the Ausirians,
wi o were continually retinng there, The honws
butning tercely in Klum emitted volumes of
#n oke, which were swenl away towards the
right,  Another village lyiog appariutly to the
leit of Prague rond, named Gros Biarltz, or
Hiuritz, as well ns | could eateh the name, was
now in dames. More tumbrils blew up in that
direction ; =0 that there wore now six or seven
villages and hamlets on dre from le to right,
The battle was sssuming o more awiu! and tre.
menoous sspect, and the (nint raye of sunshine
which shot al jutervals throueh the hiting
clonds only gave the s=eene greater terror,
Horses without riders omrecred among the
wounded, who were crawling ull over (ke plain,
dismounted deagoons drage«d them«elves Lo the
renr, and men came crawling along in such
numbers that tney appeared Like n broad minge
to the cdges of the battle. But where they most
swarmed was over the plain, near ihe big tree,
The rothog of musketry in the hollows beyoud
smothered the voice of the caunon.  A! lu<t the
reserves  beliind were pressed forwaed with
energy.

GRAND ARTILLERY COMEBAT.

Their artilers, immeaintely untinmbering,
oprned some =ixteen guns mto  the dense,
blue columns which were driving the Aus
trinne  betore  them, and  checked then
advanee, till the Prussian artillery, getting upoa
the small videe aod firing down %0 n¢ to zet a
slicht entilade, beean to knotk over horges and
men, The Austrinps, however, nere, us else-
where, stuck to their pieces adwicably, and it
wns not 11 the Prosslan mfantry, getting o
a civmp of timber, gpencd o sharp tire on the'r
flank that they limbered up, leaving more than
one black beap to mark the position they had
occupicd,  Meanwhile the Austrians on the leit
pureued their onwurd career. The Saxon re
serves pushed up the bills in the directlon of
Nechanitz, and a great body of eavalry sweeping
round between the leit and eentre, dashed 1n
wuve-like columns through the smoke towards
the Prussiang, and meosced their artillery,
nganinet which come thirty or Jorty Ausirian
proces in line were directing n steady and rapld
lire,

Prussian prisoners began to arrive at Intervals
between the convoye of wonnded winding ther
winy filong the Prague road, BMost of these pe-
longed (o (the 6th ana 3lst Reginients, o judge
from the numbers on thelr shoulder-stinns, and
among them was an officer of creat stalure, with
red moustachies and whiskers, who bore his
captivity with great sang frodd, and walked
slung Lke a conqueror. As the Austrian lef
and centiv gained ground the rizhe yielded, and
column a'ter column of the Prussiang eame upon
the ndge, tirilng ng they aodvanced, while theie
puns on the Nunks swent the slowiy retreating,
but not dsorderly, Austiisns with shrapnel wod
shell, At times the Austrians, halting, opened a
brick fire; once or twice several regiments
formed n square to receive cavalry, but | conld
;‘.lul see any Prussian horse on the slope near

AT

There was a hesitation, both in the Austrians
and the encemy, which was not intelligible, and
several fumes the officers at the hesd of the
Prussian columne riding forward, fired over
their horses' heads, and stood up in their stir-
rups a8 it Lo ee Into the hollows., A she!ll burst
cloge over oue of thew, and when the smoke
cleared away man and horse were down, and
never stirced ugsin. The folds of the ground
muet have bid most o1 the Prossians trom the
Austnan artillery as they got near the big tree,
tor the gunoers principally duected their peces
againet the Prussian guns, which received ac-
cesions rupidly, and occupied their full atten-
tion. At last the Pruesians were percelved, and
five battalions of Austrians vom the reserve,
coming from the extreme rieht, tried to cheok
their advance py o flank g fire, The Pruss ags
haited, und in an instaot u five of surprising
volume and sharpuess flew slong their (rout,

The Ausulans for a few minuntes replied
steadily, bat they fell fost, and at last t wo bat-
talions, with ereat vigor, charged up the will,
but were broken in the run, were shaken by a
1olllng volley and by several rounds from the
artillery in flank, and retreated in some disorder
towards the leit behind a spur of the ridee. The
enemy predsed on anew, and soon ganed the
plateaw close by the big tree, where they dippea
into an undulation only 1o reappear on the other
sude, und then formed up in compaet square-like
formations, pushing out lines of skirmishers
towards Klumn, from which they were about n
mile distant. The Austrians below them and
nedrer o Koniggrawz, halted and faced round 1o
weetl 4 new enemy, for the Prussians now showed
near the railway, and o saoguinary encounter
took place around some houses in a wood, in
w Liteh artillery and musketry raged lor & quarter
of an hour in a perfect tornado,

A range of bulldings near o large factory
cbimney on the very banks of the Elbe, as |t
secmed to me, was the gcene of another very
severe struggle.  Another village, Trothina,
burst into fsmes, and (rom under the very
smoke appeared the Prusman skirmlshers, ou
the very extreme right, followed by more
intuntry. The enemy were, indeed, quite inex.
buustible in number, though still heé could not
bold his own on the left, Swddenly an Austrian
battery, galloping from the leit centre, began to
mow down the Prussians on the right. They
were retiring behind the burning Trothina. But
their nrtitlery was ot hand agam. From a lane
above the village s battery opened on the Aus.
trinos, and, at the same time, snother battery,
wheeling over the slope below the big tree, crossed
its tire on the devoted Austrinns, *‘fin Kreus
Jeuer ¥ Ein Kreus feuer? excluimed the offi-
oer—*"Good God, where do they come from M
Where, indeed? This combat now sssumed
larger proportions, The Prussian right showed
in great force, and the hills were covered with
their reziments in the most periect order, Al
over the field were bundreds of wounded limp-
ing away, and piles of dead lay in rows along
the lanes in the thick corn. The enemy, whose
strength had been hioden irom us by the hills,now
displayed numbers whicn aceounted for fhe
retreat of the Austrians on the right.

THE DEVEAT.

unners could not hold up
rnhnnd the weight of pleces
What avail was it thal they
were winning on the centre? Through the

was now near 2 o'clock, On the left and centre
there could be no hesitation in declaring that

only be & repetition of ndjectives, utterly feable
at the strongest, to endenvor 1o give the smaliest
conception of tne ronr of cannon which an-
nounced und wet this tresh attempt to chioge
the fortunes of the day,

The etrong wind could not elear away the
smoke, which poured in banks as agitated as
the sea iteell over the battle-fleld, now con-
tracted to the centre nnd right, for al towards
the Prague road the fght had apoarentiy ended
in the discompture of the Prossan left, As it
contracted It heated up, and the ealssons and
tumbrils blew up repeatedly, The movements
of the Austrians irom the meht oentre (o oppose
the iast ellorl of the Prussians in yreased the dpen
interval betaeen the centee and the extreme
right retiring on the lower gronna near the
river, but the Ausirians did not perceive it, or if
they did, could nol prevent the sdvance of the
enemy nionz the piateau by the big tree townrds
Kivm. 'The Austrinn right and reserves become
mote unsteady, but their artillery contests every
oot of ground. Buddenly a spattering of mus
ketry breaks out of the trees and houses of Klnm
rieht down op the Austrion gunners wund on the
columis of inlantry drawn up on the slopes
below,

The gunners [all on all sides—their horse: are
disabled—the fire increasen In Inteusity—tho
Prusgsivns on the ndege press on over the plalean:
this is an awlul (atastrophe—two coluwmns of
Austrinns pre led acwinst the village, but they
cannot gtand the tre, and atler three nttompts
to carry it retreat leaving the hillside covered
with she mllen. It is a ternible moment. The
Prossians see their advaptage: they here get
imo the very eenire of the position. In vain
the stall officers fly to the reserves and hasten
to get back some ol the artillery trom the (ront,
The dork hlee regiments multiply on all s les
and from their edges roll perpetually spackling
wuskeiry., Their gans burry up, and trom the
slope tnke both the Austrians on the extreme
rght and the reserves 1o fank, Thev spread
away to the woods near the Prague rowd nnd tire
trto the renr of the Austrian gunners,

CATCIIING AT STRAWE.

Even vet there wis hope for the Anstrinns!
There on the Prussinn iront wheeled a lorce ol
horse with which a Morat or a Kellerman or a
Beidlitz could have won a battle and saved an
emprre,  There, still unshaken, were uat least
40,000 men, of whom scarcely one had ever
tred u ehot, Themdomitable Austrian artillery
still surned bundreds ol muzzles on the enoemy's
enos, and girt their men in @ baond o1 tre, To
let shp that cavalry on both sides ol Klum, to
crash  threoeh indantry and guns, seemed
really worth doing, though mlare would Lave
muce the diterence between a defeat and n
rout. le would bave been s supreme decd fit
for such n loree to accomplish or to perish in
antempung,  And there were no natural ob-
stacles visible from the tower to a grand charee.
The Prussian right, separatel from its centre
aud left, would have rolled down into the
vil'ey among the Austriagns and urterly crushed,
and the Austrian centre and leit bave been
hoerated (o continue their ‘contest with the
encmy, Moments were precions. [he Prossian
firc beeame more severg, the wavering of the
Austiriaus greater,

The ‘alling of trees on the Prague road, the
rush of Ingitives, the near appioach ot the
Prussian shells 10 the place, some of them
bursting over the rmlway station, were awiul
warnings of the state of the battie. All the
roads were blocked up with retceating tratus
inid wapond. Men were throwing down their
arms, and wading through the Inundations,
The Austirian gunners on the causeway began
to catch nsicht ot the Prussians near ot han.d
in the woous, and opened on them wita shrapnel
and shell, It was now someshere about 230,
but it was nol possible to note time when such
things were gowng on 80 neat. Scearce conld
the plass be directed to one point ere an ex
clnmut on from a bystanding otlicer, or an awiul
clamor, earried 1t to another, Seconds were ol
westimable valne—not only that hundreds were
fuhing, but tnat they were lalling in vain—
that all the issues for which ap empire had
stimmoned its might and the Kalser his people
to the field were being decided, and that the
tolls of gencrations of emperors, warriors, and
stutesmen were about beiog lost forever, The
genius of the Prussiun was id the ascendant.

BISMARKE THE VIOTOR,

The spirit ol Bismark, or his genius, ruled the
baitle-neld. While the Austrian was hesitating
tue Prussian wes acting., The lines of dark blue
which came in sight trom the right teemed from
ino vales below ass it the earth ylelded them
They filled the whole buckground of the awial
pwture of which Kium wus the centrs, Thoy
vressed down ou the leit of the Prague road.
lu square, in column, deployed or wheeling
hither aund thither—everywhere rc.uﬂug 1
showers of deadly precision—penctrating the
whole line of the Austrinns, still they could not
foroe their stubborn enemy to fly. On all sides
tisey met brave but unfortuuate meu ready to
die il they could do no more, At the side of the
Prague road the ficht went on witn incredible
vebemence, The Auvstrinng had still an immeonse
toree of artillery, and although its concentrated
fire swept the ground before it, its eflect wus
lost in some degree by reason of the rising
ground above, nnd ab lust by its divergence to so
muny points to answer the enemy’'s cannon,
Muny Austriens must have fallen by their own
urtillery.

Once an Auvstrisn columun, separating itsell
irom the grest multitude below, with lﬁﬂwllml
buyonets, led by its officers 1o Irout waving caps
and sabres, went straight st the wood around
Kium, and drove back the Prossian Tirsilleurs,
but were siageered by feariul volleys o!f mus-
ketry, Thelr officers were ull killed or wounded.
They fell sullenly back, Down came the Pross
mins, Lot they were received on the bayonst
point and with olubbed muskets, and were
driven back to the shelter of the wood, and some
were carmed off prisoners in the retrenting
column, Indeed, bandfuls of Prosvians wer:
coming into the town behind ws all the dav,
showing how close the ight was, and a consider-
uble body of the 27th Regiment, with some
officers, are nOw in the Grosser Ring. Chesta
and Visa were now burning, so that, from right
to left, the flames o' ten villages, and the dishes
ol guns and musketry, contended with the sun
that plerced the clouds for the honor ot illumi-
nuticg the seas of steel and the tields of car
uage., It was 8 o'clock. The wtforts of the
Augtrians 10 ocoupy Klum and free their
centre had fawled, their vight was driven
down in & belpless muss lowards Konig-
gratz, quivering und paipitatiog as shot
and shell tore through It. “Alles isl ver-
loren " Artiliery thundered with a foroe and
violence which mlEht have led & stranger to
such scencs 1o think no enemy could withstand
it, The Austrian cavalry still hung like white
thupderclouds on the flanaks, and threstened
the front of the Prussians, keeping them in
square and solld columns. But already the
b ins were streaming sway trom Koolggraty,
placing the Elbe and Adler between them aud
the enemy. The grip of the Prussians could
not be shaken, Word was brought to me to
leaye at once, for the city gates were ahout
belug closed, snd the gunners on the walls were
luying their pieces to cover the inupdations and
the esuseways. Ope morcgrnuen owed a very
kell of firg—cornlields, bighways, slopes, and
dells, and hillsides covered with the slain—the

ride and might of Austria shattered aad lald

OwW.
What happened more I can only tell from
hearsay; but I am told that at tzc lnst the
Austrian horse saved all that was not loat and
in brilliant eh rolled buck the tide of
Prusman Infantry; threw their

sivrm mto the Eibe and into the inundated

elds an thei retreated; that the men wers
drowned in hundreds as they crowded over
Eonloon bridges nhastily 1sid, snd sunk or
urnt ere the columns could cross over; that
Inggage trains, reserve ammunition, guns, and
Frr'wmrl. the spods of thut ronormous host,
el into the hands of the vietors, who remained
masters of thit hard-fonght tield, covered for
nine miles with myrlads of the sldin, Well
might Benedek exclaim: -**All ia lost but my
life,.
